|FAILURE TO REACH 
WAGE AGREEMENT 
SHUTS COAL MINES 


Indianapolis, September 9.— 
The Coal River company 
which operates coal mines in West 
Virginia and Kentucky ard is owned 
by members of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers although the 
brotherhood has no direct interest in 
the company, has refused to sign a 
wage agreement with the United Mine 
Workers of America, because it can- 
not break even by operating under 
union demands, according to Warren 
S. Stone, head of the engineers and 
chairman of the board of the coal 
company. 

Mr. Stone's statement was contained 
in correspondence over the situation 
between John L. Lewis, president of 
the miners’ union, and himself, made 
publie by Mr. Lewis here tonight. Un- 
til last April 1, the company owned by 
members of the engineers’ brotherhood 
operated its West Virginia mines on 
a2 union basis but refused to concur 
in the Jacksonville, Fla., agreement 
reached by members of the central 
competitive field to continue then ex.
